Overdale tenants keep fighting

Over 30 Ovcrdalc tenants and 
supporters occupied the office of 
Montréal Executive Committee 
member Léa Cousineau Wednes- 
day demanding to meet Mayor Jean 
Doré in order to present him with a 
list of demands. 

The occupation is part of an on- 
going campaign on behalf of the 
tenants. Two years ago, developers 
Robert Cohen and M. Langlois 
bought the Ovcrdalc apartment 
buildings, located between Bishop 
and Crescent streets below Rene 
Levesque Boulevard, intending to 
create a shopping/office complex. 

On June 27, 1988, the tenants 
still living in the Ovcrdalc commu- 
nity after the initial rounds of evic- 
tions were forced from their apart- 
ments. During that eviction, riot 
police broke down the barricades 
occupants had set up and arrested 
13 people. 

The tenants met with Doré for 



twenty minutes after agreeing to 
leave Cousineau’s office. During 
the meeting, the protesters pre- 
sented Doré with four demands for 
city action on their behalf, said 
Overdale tenant and community 
representative Lisa Jensen. 

The first demand concerned 
safety risks to the remaining ten- 
ants. Jensen said crime has in- 
creased in the Overdale area be- 
cause of people hanging out in 
unoccupied buildings. 

“The destruction of a commu- 
nity leads to a higher crime rate,” 
she said. 

The protestors also asked the 
city to revoke permits issued to the 
developers. The permits are being 
challenged in court by the tenants 
because they say the Ovcrdale 
buildings are of historic value and 
correct development procedures 
have not been followed. 

The third demand is for the city 
to concretely support the creation 
of a housing co-operative with the 



Ovcrdalc buildings still in use by 
tenants. A handful of tenants con- 
tinue to reside in a section of the 
complex not being used by devel- 
opers. 

"The city offered support for the 
(co-op) project in principle but not 
in practice,” Jensen said. 

She added the city can still help 
tenants despite their support of the 
development project. 

“The City has given the devel- 
opers two million dollars worth of 
bonuses. It promised to sell them 
Kinkora Street for one dollar. Zon- 
ing changes must still pass City 
Council. So the City can convince 
the developers to sit down,” she 
said. 

Jensen said her building is to 
being turned into a private club for 
the residents of the planned condo- 
minium complex. 

The final demand is for charges 
to be dropped against the 27 tenants 
and supporters who have been ar- 
rested in Ovcrdale-related protests 




since March. The people who were 
arrested arc to be tried as a whole in 
Québec Sessions Court. 

The tenants requested that their 
trial be conducted in French but 
Judge Claire Barrat Joncas said she 



didn’ t believe the defendants spoke 
French, Jensen said. The Canadian 
Constitution guarantees trial in the 
official language of the defendant’s 
choice.

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McGill’s PCBsare safe

Montréal fire officials recently 
declared McGill's electrical trans- 
formers which contain polychlori- 
nated biphenyls (PCBs) safe. 

Wayne Wood, McGill Physical 
Resource safety director, said city 
officials were pleased with the 
quality and effectiveness of the 
PBC safety mechanisms on cam- 
pus. 

“They seemed quite satisfied 
with how we were dealing with the 
PCB insulators, ” Wood said. 

The transformers were in- 
spected as part of a city-wide safety 
check of PCB sites. The inspections 
came in the wake of an August 23 
fire at the St-Basilc le Grand PCB 
warehouse. The fire forced the 
evacuation of 3 500 residents from 
their homes in St-Basile, Stc-Julie 
and St-Bruno near the warehouse. 

All the large buildings on cam- 
pus, including the Leacock, Stuart 
Biology, McIntyre Medical and 
Bronfman buildings, contain trans- 
formers to reduce incoming voltage 
from several thousand watts to the 
1 10 watts used in ordinary outlets. 

“The insulation used to safe- 
guard the McGill transformers 
contains a mixture of oil and 
PCBs”, said Biology Professor 
Ronald Sinclair, who also directs 
maintenance operations for the 
Stuart Biology Building. 

“It is extremely normal for insu- 
lation to contain PCBs," he added. 

According to Wood, “in termsof 
dielectric properties”, PCBs arc the 
best material for electrical insula- 
tion. 

“They’re stable, they don’t bum 
at high temperatures and also re- 
main lubricant,” he said. 

The insulation used is often the 
original material employed when 
the transformers were built. Then, 
PCBs were widely used in insula- 
tion and a variety of other materials. 
But in the several decades since, the 
sale of PCBs has been made illegal. 



“If we were to buy new (trans- 
former) equipment, it would not 
contain PCBs,” Wood said. 

He added the transformers are 
regularly inspected by McGill elec- 
trical department workers and have 
passed both a federal and a provin- 
cial environmental safely test in the 
past four years. 

“In the provincial test one year 
ago, the transformers showed the 
same results as they did during the 



federal test four years ago,” Wood 
said. 

In addition to the inspections, 
the transformers are guarded by a 
variety of safety mechanisms, 
Wood said. All material containing 
PCBs is labeled to prevent acciden- 
tal contact with them. As well, the 
transformer rooms are locked and 
warning signs are posted on all 
doors. A water dyke was erected 
around the transformers so that in 
the event of fire, flames would not 
be able to reach them. 



“The PCBs are safer in service 
than they are when placed in stor- 
age. People tend to think 'Out of 
sight, out of mind’ and that causes 
situations like the one on St- 



Basile," Wood said. 

All PCB sites are registered with 
the Montréal fire department and 
with the Québec Environment 
Ministry.

Last academic year there was 
much interest in setting up an 
inter-group/club network as a ve- 
hicle for information exchange and 
coordinated activity. In February a 
working group began drawing up 
some guidelines. In March an open 
letter in both the McGill Tribune 
and the McGill Daily was published 
to invite interested people to par- 
ticipate in setting up such a net- 
work. During the last week of 
March a general meeting was held. 
At the meeting, about 35 people 
representing a broad spectrum of 
clubs and interest groups received 
the proposed guidelines favourably 
and expressed a desire that work 
continue over the summer in prepa- 
ration for Fall 1988. Work did 
continue. Discussions with the 
Vice-President Internal, the 
Editor-in-chief of \hcMcGill Trib- 
une, and others, as well as drafts of 
Terms of Reference, were the main 
fruits of the labour. 

The Inter-group liaison is to boa 
volunteer organization; clubs and 
interest groups are encouraged to 
represent themselves. The Liaison 
aims to set up four structures that 
can facilitate the exchange of infor- 
mation and the coordination of ac- 
tivities as well as complement and 
expand existing student structures 
and activities. 

The first structure is to be regu- 
larly scheduled, bi-monthly 
non-partisan Forum meetings for 
all McGill university students, 
clubs and interest groups to share 



Women get resource centre

The McGill Centre for Research 
and Teaching on Women is well on 
its way to establishing itself on 
campus, after being approved by 
the Board of Governors last Febru- 
ary, although for the moment it 
can’ t move in to its designated loca- 
tion. 

At the beginning of May, the 
Centre had not yet been given a 
headquarters area on campus. But 
over the summer university offi- 
cials allocated space in the Centre 
for Developing Areas Studies 
(CDAS) budding on Peel Street. 
The Women’s Research Centre 
will eventually share CDAS’ re- 
source center. 

In addition, the space to be occu- 
pied by the Women’s Centre needs 
renovations. The administration 
will decide next week how much to 
spend on repairs 



Although students will not be 
able to make direct use of the facili- 
ties before January, the Centre is al- 
ready actively contributing to the 
university. 

“At the moment we arc working 
on a project with CDAS to bring 
five Indonesian students to McGill 
to study women’s programs,” said 
Organizational Education Profes- 
sor Margaret Gillet, acting director 
of the Centre. 

“Also, we are cooperating with 
McGill International on a joint 
workshop which will be held later 
this year with the United Nation’s 
International Research and Train- 
ing Institute for the Advancement 
of Women,” she said. 

In early November Doctor 
Peggy Macintosh, the director of 
the Women’s Centre at Welfrey 
College in Massachussetts, will 
speak at McGill on the Centre’s in- 
vitation. 

Gillet also hopes to develop a 



collection of published and unpub- 
lished McGill theses and papers on 
women. 

The centre has an official rela- 
tionship with the Women’s Studies 



department as a co-ordinating 
group and serve as an advising and 



information and socialize. The 
meetings will follow an agenda 
comprised of a period for sharing 
information and proposals fol- 
lowed by a period for socializing 
and informal networking. The sec- 
ond structure— a weekly Events 
Calendar— is to be something like 
that found in the McGill Reporter. 
Data will largely be collected at the 
Forum meetings but also at the 
proposed Information Center/Ar- 
chive. Publication of the Events 
Calendar in the McGill Tribune is 
being negotiated. The McGill Daily 
has been approached regarding 
daily announccmnts of events and 
activities. Liaison McGill (title 
pending) will likely be published 
monthly. 

The fourth proposed structure, 
an Information Service/Archivc, is 
seen to function as a centre for 
coordinating information about ac- 
tivities and events, clubs and inter- 
est groups, and will also function as 
a central library and a catalyst to- 
ward getting groups to catalogue 
their information sources. 

These, then are the four struc- 
tures proposed for the Inter-Group 
Liaison, which are to be coordi- 
nated by appointed volunteer coor- 
dinators. Members of various clubs 
have said these kinds of structures 
arc badly needed and have ex- 
pressed the desire that such struc- 
tures be put in place. With the broad 
support received last March, we 
think we are heading in the right 
direction. Not everything will hap- 
pen right away, but gradually 
things will get in place, and more. 
Your support, in particular volun- 
teers who can help with the work ol 
the four proposed structures, is 
needed.

Professor wants crucifix removed

Paul Drouin, a philosophy 
professor at CEGEP Edouard 
Montpetit, on Montréal’s South 
Shore, was arrested for drinking 
in an establishment which did not 
have a liquor license. So he went 
to court But when he got there he 
refused to be tried in a court 
which had a crucifix on the wall. 

The charge against Drouin was 
eventually dropped but his objec- 



tions to the public display of re- 
ligious symbols continues. 

“Religious symbols have no 
place in a court of justice. It docs 
not reflect impartiality," Luc 
Alarie, Drouin's lawyer, said. 

According to Drouin, many 
rooms in police stations and mu- 
nicipal halls have crucifixes and 
other religious symbols. 

Drouin is the president of 
Mouvement laïque Québécois 
(MLQ) which advocates the 



modification of religious symbols 
in courtrooms, hospitals, class- 
rooms, and other public institu- 
tions. 

“The only place for religious 
symbols is in Church,” Drouin 
said, “and I took advantage of this 
situation (being arrested) to point 
this out." 

The MLQ intends to write to the 
Ministère de la Justice to ask for 
the removal of religious symbols 



in all courtrooms and municipal 
halls. 

The organization will be busy 
for the next few weeks chasing 
Québec Education Minister 
Claude Ryan to take religion out 
of the schools. 



ANEEQ talks of strikes

There is talk of an unlimited 
general student strike in October 
if Provincial Education Minister 
Claude Ryan doesn’t take 
immediate measures to improve 
Québec's loans and bursaries 
system as specified by a proposal 
sent to the Government by l’Asso- 
ciation Nationale des Étudiantes 
et Étudiants du Québec 
(ANEEQ). 

According to Claude Dionne, 



information secretary for 
ANEEQ, Ryan isn’t expected to 
concede to the demands being 
made. 

“We just ask that the loans and 
bursaries system correspond to 
the reality being faced by stu- 
dents,” said Dionne, “If by the 
end of this month no change has 
been implemented we will hold a 
general congress the first two 
days of October." 

It is at this congress that member 



and co-operating CEGEPs, 
colleges and universities will 
ultimately decide whether or not 
they will strike. 

ANEEQ first lobbied for loans 
and bursaries reforms in April of 
1986. Changes, which thcoreti- 
cally have been made, have yet to 
be made public. Ryan promised 
they would be revealed by last 
summer, but the unveiling has 
been set back to the end of 
December. 



“It’s obvious that Ryan is 
stalling until the next elections,” 
said Dionne. 

In 1986 the provincial govern- 
ment cut $24 million from the 
loans and bursaries budget. Since 
1986 the ratio of loans to bursar- 
ies, which used to be fifty-fifty 
has increased 30 percent to 
sixty-forty. At the Liberal Party 
Congress last March Ryan 
announced $8 million in cuts to 
loans and bursaries for 1988—89. 
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Concordia handbook censored

Concordia University’s student 
handbook has turned into a fiasco. 

Nine thousand advance copies 
of the handbook were seized by 
the school’s student government 
over an article bashing french 
“radicals” and a picture of a 
naked behind and three pages 
have been ripped out because of 
controversial material. 

The Concordia University 
Students’ Association (CUSA) 
executives seized the book after 
student organizations protested an 
editorial criticizing french 
language supporters. The reissu- 
ancc of the handbook was delayed 
while CUSA officials decided 
whether to “sticker up the 
asshole” on page 58. 

The offensive picture was 
eventually tom out of the hand- 
book along with the editorial and 
another article written by the 
Engineering Association. 

In all the flurry, Concordia 



It cost 
CUSA $26,000 to produce the 
19,000 copies of the handbook 
this year. New students should 
have received copies last week 
during orientation. 

English attacked, French 
attacked 

In his third page editorial, 
handbook Editor Mike Sportza 
wrote that he decided not to 
include a French section to the 
handbook because of French 
"radicals” who are attacking the 
English language. 

“At some French institutes of 
post-secondary education there 
are roving bands of language 
police who look out for the use of 
the English language in personal 
conversations,” Sportza wrote. 

Sportza accused the CUSA co- 
présidents of "wimping out” of 
their initial decision to leave the 
editorial in the handbook after 
toning down the original version, 
which was considered too 
inflamatory. 

Sportza also criticized CUSA’s 
reasons for removing the editorial.

“They arc incompetent and they 
lied to me. They said it was going 
in and everything was OK,” 
Sportza said. "They had plenty of 
time to change their minds and 
pull it before it was printed so 
they arc equally responsible.” 

In an emergency meeting, 
CUSA’s board of directors 
decided to remove the editorial. 
According to the CUSA board, 
the handbook should not propa- 
gate an individual’s opinion since 
it is representative of the associa- 
tion as a whole. 

CUSA Co-President Andrew 
Madsen admits it was a bad 
decision to include the editorial. 

“We thought the version we 
edited would suffice. We should 
have consulted more people for 
this decision,” he said. “It was a 
matter of days and bad timing.” 

The women’s centre and the 
rector’s office also pressured the 
board to re-examine the editorial. 
They argued that the editorial 



because 20 percent of Concor- 
dia’s students are francophone 
and the university receives 
funding from the Québec govern- 
ment. 

“The editorial offended the 
French speaking people of 
Québec," Madsen said. "It’s not 
even constructive criticism. It's 
like something you would read on 
a bathroom wall." 

Madsen also said they had to 
publish the editorial because 
Sportza threatened to bum the 
layout flats if the editorial was 
pulled out. 

“He said he was going to 
destroy the flats," he added. “We 
couldn’t take the chance.” 

But handbook printer David 
Steinlauf said Sportza’s threats 
were irrelevant since CUSA could 
have pulled the editorial after the 
flats were delivered to him. 

“Absolutely no damage could 
be done to the handbook by 
Sportza," Steinlauf said.

CUSA also decided at the 



last-minute to tear out a photo- 
graph of a rear end on page 58 of 
the handbook. Originally, CUSA 
intended to apply cover-up 
stickers to hide the photograph. 

CUSA VP Student Life Hcmani 
Farias said “the photo shows bad 
taste. Il’sour (CUSA) product 
and we can remove or put in 
anything we want" 

Sportza says the photo contro- 
versy is another example of 
censorship. 

“They see a bum and they 
preach morals and pure values,” 
Sportza said. "They can’t just go 
ahead and remove something 
because they personally think it’s 
tasteless when they were elected 
to represent all Concordia stu- 
dents. They’re obviously only 
representing themselves.” 

Several members of the CUSA 
board agree with Sportza’s con- 
tention of censorship, and a 
meeting was supposed to be 
called about the sticker issue.
